Cornwall WooUton, of Eden, free rural 


mail delivery man for tuls Immediate secilon, 
went over his proposed route last Friday, ac- 
companied by E G. JIanison, the Govern- 
ment Good Roads Commissioner.

The child is one of a large family of Binull 


ohildien, and the father is employed in Lee- 
doni's carpet mill. 


This is the first fatal trolley nccident oc- 


curring in the counly. 


The coroner's inquest was held at Pius's 


hotel Tuesday evening. The members of the 
jury were: 
William H. II. Fine, Harvey 


S. Rue, William Terueson, Max Sommer- 
fckl, E. W. Miusler and William B. Doug- 
la&s. The passengers on the ear, Caleb T. 
Lawrence, Jonathan GilUin, Jr., Frederick 
Rait? and John Booz, all testified that the 
tro ley car was slowed down and not going 
much faster (him a man. could walk ; thai 
the car was stopped as soon as possible and 
(hut the motorman continually rang Ihe gong 
upon approaching the schoolhouse. 


Charles Johnson, tho motorman testified 


that he left Langhorne at 3:04 with small 
car No. 1, due at Bristol at 3:50, he being in 
charge; that in the middle of the day cars 


Nos. 1 mid S were ruu without conductors 
except Saturdays and Sundays; that he was 
nlways at his post except when tickets were 
collected and these were always taken alter 
the car had stopped at its destination in 
Bristol, the rear gates being closed and all 
passengers would have to pass him before 
they could get off. The car did not have 
fenders, but did not think they would have 
saved the child's lite as she was struck by 
the corner of the car. 
The car was stopped 


immediately after it had gone only six or 
eight feet clear of the body. lle_ first saw 
the little girl as she was running very nearly 
straight across the street, by herself, a few 
feet in front or tbe car and that there were 
f\ great many children on the sidewalk, but 
scarcely any in the slreet. 


Joseph Vanzant, the janitor of the build- 


ing, was standing in the doorway and saw 
the child run out into the street into the car 
and did not think it possible for the motor- 
man to have prevented the accident. 


William Fisher, an uncle of the child, who 


has known her from birth, said she was 
eight years old the 18th of last December 
and was Ihe brightest of a large family of 
small children. 


The jury after being out a short time ren- 


dered the verdict Emma Fisher came to her 
death by being si ruck by car No. 1 of the 
Langhorne and Bristol Trolley company, and 
exonerated molorman Charles Johnson, of 
Langhorne, from all blame. 


The board of directors of (he Trolley com 


pany, at its regular meeting on Tuesday, 
passed resolutions of regret and sympathy 
and sent them to the child's parents and 
they also decided that in ease the1'evidence 
before (he coroner established the fact that 
the company was not to blame for the acci- 
dent, they would express tlieir sympathy in 


more substantial manner by requesting Mr. 


?isher to allow the company to bear the 
peuses of the funeral. 


The funeral was held this afternoon, the 


nlerment being in the Bristol cemetery.

OF! in not lotting Buasia obtain porma 
cent possession of any territory. Eug 
land does not want China herself, bo 
EiiRland in a trading nation. Her pros 
perity at home depends on the amoun 
of her commerce abroad. If Russia an 
Germany got possession of tho Chines 
coast, they would hamper trade wit 
rohtriatioiiB particularly irkBomo to oth 
or countries. England wants the port 
of China to bo free to all nations. On 
account of our groat and growing com 
nii'rco between Asia and onr Paoifi 
ports tho United States also wants opoi 
trade with China. Thus it seems tha 
wo might indirectly become mixed o 
ii> the eastern question. 


Diplomatists in England sea gren 


Aiu;lo-Amorican understanding. Sup 
poho war should come between 
tli 


United States anil Spain. England, wit: 
her groat fleets, could easily prevent u 
Spanish ship from ovou leaving port ti 
att.ick the United States. In return, i 
a contest should come between Englaru 
anil Russia, tho United States could 
baclt up Groat Britain in the doman 
for free Chinese ports. Japan woulc 
add her weight on tho same side, and 
thoHO three powers could stand agaiusi 
tho world. That is tho idea in tho 
minds of somo Englishmen in their 
present attitndo of friendliness to this 
country.

The News and Courier is justly con- 
cerned for tho good name of South Car- 
olina. It observes editorially:

the <•< untry. The murder of Baiter is tho sixth 
lyi ch ng that 1ms occurred in South Carolina 
Binc« the beginning of the now year. 


TJie Columbia State is even more em- 


phatic in its denunciation of the deed. I 
After recounting briefly tho facts of th 
tragedy. The State says:

and neighborhood where peoplo read and vo1 
and B" on Juries, where Christianity is pro 
loused, whore tho church and the schoolhous 
send nut their teachings, and tho supromac 
of lav , tho enforcement of justice, arc tho con 
tUtioiii of tho social compact I Great God, coul 
Apocl o snvngos be more cruel, more ruthlcta 
more lustful of blood thun those civilize 
whito men of Willlamsburg county? 


Tho attitudes of France and Englan 


toward us iu the present issue wit. 
Spain are exactly the reverse of wha 
might be expected. l<\anco, a republic 
sympathizes openly with Spain agains 
us. England, the monarchy, is on ou 
Bide. 
Even the London Times says 


"President MoKinley appears to us tc 
be adhering loyally to the policy o 
firmness, caution arid pacific ciroum 
epection which he has pursued in rognrc 
to foreign affairs during his first year 
ia office." The London Daily Mail re 
marlts: "Now is the time to show the 
sincerity of our many recent professions 
of sympathy with onr kinsmen across 
the eea. It may be taken for grantee 
that they want nothing from us but 
sympathy and that without it they will 
come out on the right side, but the peo- 
ple of this country as a people will cer- 
tainly never hesitate in their sympathy 
between America and Spain." 


A Flying (Squadron. 


The naval vessels that constitute a 


flying squadron are among tho most 
valuable ti country can have in time of 
actual war. Such a squadron is com- 
poped of a number of swift cruisers and 
veshol1 that can bo used as such. 


AUK ug the naval preparations now 


engaging thu attention, of our govern- 
ment is the formation of a flying squad- 
ron. 
Tho object of it would bo to cross 


tho oci nu, fly about from -place to piico 
and h irass tho enemy's ports, prevent- 
ing th'i whipping of military supplies 
and merchandise from such ports. Tho 
vesselF of such a floot are not expected 
to do heavy soa fighting with warships. 
Their -.vork is rather with merchant ves- 
sels and transports. They take tho place 
in a measure of the old time privateer 
that once dirl such damage to commerce 
iu tho West Indies ami elsewhere. 


Our regular naval vessels that would 


be used in the fleet of a flying squadron 
are tho armored cruiser Brooklyn and 
tho sister triple screw cruisers Minneap- 
olis and Columbia. The armored cruiser 
Brooklyn is tho largest of the throe and 
would be tho flagship of tho fleet. Ono 
of the still smaller cruisers might bo 
added. Those would bo the base of tba 
fleet. In addition there would be put 
with (bom one or both of the great 
American passenger liners St. Paul and 
St. Louis, In case of need the New 
York ;md tho Paris could be pressed 
into this service too. When a govern- 
ment subsidizes a steamship lino, as our 
government indirectly did tho American 


needs them. 


As to Protoplasm.

ous health. Waste of muscle or of biain 
occasioned by bard work can. be quioidy 
repaired. 


Coan-o peoplo have loose, coarse pro- 


toplasm; fine people have a fine quality 
of it. 


In a paper in Tho Journal of Hygiene 


Dr. M. L. Holbrook says that children 
and young poopie have plenty of thi 
matter, but that tho old and tho siokly 
have comparatively little. If old people 
could koep up their protoplasm, they 
would bo apt to "live on and ou." Dr. 
Holbrook observes that Naiisoc, tho ex- 
plorer, has a very largo amount of liv- 
ug matter in his body. "Ho has a deep 
chest, a broad back, powerful muscular 
system, little fat, a well integrated 
irain."

In the present crisis France, 
be only largo republic except ourselves 
n tho world, is all on tho side of Spain, 
he rotttnest and crnelost old mouarchy 
f Europe, and against her sister repub- 
lic.

and jealousy of the French character. 
Franot sues in us n nation whoso power, 
wealth and commercial supremacy ox- 
cood her own and sees us likewise grow- 
ing grealer every year, and she cannot 
endure it without irritation. However, 
her pro-Spanish sympathies do not g 
to the extent of lending money to Spain 
The French are too caiiny for that 
Sympathy in words does not cost any 
thing, therefore the French pour it ou 
upon Spain. 


A count of the national guard in al 


the staten and territories shows that the 
United States has of organized militia 
only 120,501. If war should be sudden 
ly declared, our little regular army o: 
25,000 men and these national guards 
men would ba all the president could 
summon ut a day's notice. It is true \v 
have ten or a dozen millions of men 
that could be called on, but they ar 
xindrilled and in every way unprepared 
for fighting. The national guard ought 
to be increased and every effort made 
to drill the members and make soldiers 
of them. Every state ought to have five 
trained militiamen where now it ha 
one. It should be made an honorable 
distmotioa to a young man to have 
himself drilled and ready to go when 
his country calls at any moment. The 
tendency to extravagance among na- 
tional guardsmen ought to be sat upon 
and crushed, so that poor young men 
could join the regiments and feel them- 
selves as good as anybody. Snobbery 
among private soldiers is as bad as snob- 
bery among officers.

to hove a ouusln In our oollootlon. What 
otlier country on the fnco of tht> globo af- 
fords Ruch an assortment of Btronms for 
flphing and boating and swimming and 
Bkntlug—besides having any number of 
rtronms on which you oan do none of those 
tilings? Onocan hardly Imagine rivers llho 
Mint, but wo have them, plenty of thorn, 
ah you shall see.

or nngle for shares under a tropical sun In 
Flurldo, without leaving tho domain of 
tho American flag. But tho flfthing rivers 
nru not tho most curious or tho most In- 
structive an to diversity of olimato, soil 
uinl that sort of thing—physical geography, 
the teacher calls It. 


For Instance, If you want to get a good 


Idna of what tropical heat and moleturo 
will do for a country, slip your canoe from 
a Florida steamer Into tho Ooklawaha 
rlvar. It Is as odd as its name, and op- 
peurs to be hopelessly undecided M to 
whether it had better contlnuo in the flsh 
•nd alligator and drainage business or de- 
vote' Itself to raising live oak and oypress 
treofl, with Spanish moss for mattresses as 
e «lde product. 


ID this floklo minded state It does a lit- 


tlu of all these things, so that when you 
am really on the river you think you aro 
loU In tho woods, and when you actually 
gel lost In tho woods you are quite confi- 
dent your cm)oo Is at last on the rl^or. 
Tills confusion is duo to tho low, flat coun- 
try and the luxuriance of a tropical vege- 
tal Ion. 


To nay that such a river overflows Its 


bunks would hardly bo correct, for that 
would Imply that It was not behaving It- 
self. Besides, Ithusn't any banks—or, at 
lea*t, Tory jfow f 
Tho fact Is, these peace- 


ful Florida rivers seem to wnndur pretty 
much where they like over tho protty pen- 
innula without giving offense, but If Jack 
Frost takes such a liberty—presto, you 
ihculd tee how the people got after him 
with weather bulletins and danger signals 
and formidable smudges. So the Ookla- 
wiiha river and a scoro of its kind roam 
through tho woods—or maybe it Is the 
woods that roam through them—and thu 
moss swayq from the llvo oaks, and tho 
cypress trees stick their knees up through 
the water In tho oddeat way imaginable 


Uookmsldng In the Middle Age*. 


It required a man of groat parts to be 


• successful publisher at that time, as 
mil oh as or oven more than It does today. 
Such an Institution, for example, as the 
Sorbonne or University of Paris required 
tho highest guarantees of chaiaoter, capi- 
tal and literary capacity in tho licensed 
bookseller. Bo mut>t be an adopt In all 
the knowledge) and science of tbo period, 
as well as perfectly skilled In tho mcohan- 
ionl Deeds of his business. Tho university, 
too, whioh was always in close touch with 
tho church, oven when its studios hnd be- 
gun to broaden, exorcised a jealous censor- 
ship, lest 6OIHO religious heresy should 
creep In. Whenever an-error of this or 
evun of a moro trivial sort wax found, the 
transcripts wore burned and tho booksell- 
er lioavlly fined. Sometimes his privileges 
might be entirely revoked, Indeed, and ho 
himself Imprisoned. Tho bookseller could 
not even fix u price on Ills own products, 


Four of the guild In Paris, for example, 


wore sworn as appraisers by tho authori- 
ties of the Sorbonne to fix the soiling value 
of a book, and any deviation from this was 
a jtnnal offense. To students the price was 
fixed at tro-thlrdg of tho charge asked of 
thu general purchaser. Tho booksellers 
could not dispose of their entire stock and 
tiado without the license of tho university, 
which must also approve the purchaser. 
Aflnu additlonnl help to students, the Sor- 
bonne In the middle of I he fourteenth cen- 
tury framed a law compelling all book- 
teller* to keep books to lend out on biro, 
and this example was Imitated at Tou- 
loune, Bologna, Vienna and Oxford. 
In 


this way circulating libraries were estab- 
lished In tho middle agon.—Harper's 
Round Table. 


Kalalda Among the German*. 


Another social phenomenon has been 


laid at the door of the Teutonic race of 
northern Europe, ODO which even more 
than divorce Is directly the concomitant 
ot modern Intellectual and economic prog- 
ress. Wo refer to eulolde. Morselll dovotes 
a chapter of Ma Interesting treatise upon 
this subject to proving that "the purer the 
German race—that is to say, the stronger 
tho Germanism (e. g., Teutonlsm) of a 
country—the more it reveals In Its psych- 
ical character an extraordinary propensity 
to golf destruction." On the other band, 
tbo Slavic peoples seem to him to be rela- 
tively Immune. These conclusions he- 
draw* from detailed comparison ot the 
distribution of suioldc In tho various coun- 
tries of western Europe, and It must be 
confessed that he has collected data for a 
fery plausible case. There oan bo no doubt 
that in Germany tbo phenomenon culmi- 
nates in frequency for all Europe, and that 
It tends to disappear in almost direct pro- 
portion to the attenuation of the Teutonic 
racial characteristics elsewhere.—William 
Z. Hij.Uiy In Popular Science Monthly.
